After the pioneer camp was formed 
and had traveled tu the Elkhorn river, 
abont twenty miles distant from Win- 
ter Quarters, Elders Parley P. Pratt 
and John Taylor arrived at Winter 
Quarters from England. President 
Young and the Twelve, when they 
heard of the arrival of these brethren, 
returned to Winter Quarters and held 
council with them. The previous 
summer, in the month of July, while 
the camp of Israel was at Council 
Bluffs, Elders Orson Hyde, Parley P. 
Pratt and John Taylor had been se- 
lected tu go to England on a mission. 
An Elder bythe name of Reuben Hed- 
lock was then presiding over the 
British mission. Under his direction, 
what was known as a joint stock com- 
pany had been organized. This com- 

ny was for the purpose, so stated 
* Hed lock, of furnishing means with 
which to push forward the emigration 
of the poor Saints. The blessed results 
which were to attend this joint stock 
company were described in the most 
glowing language. All the Elders in 
the mission were required to preach 
up the interests of this association; 
and those who had not the spirit of 
doing so were almost looked upon as 
not being strong in the faith. The 
Saints were appealed to in the most 
stirring language to contribute liber- 
ally of their means towards that com- 
pany. Many of the people, having 
great confidence in the Elders, collec- 
ted all the means they could spare and 
invested as required. When the news 
of Heulock's operations reached Presi- 
dent Young and the Twelve, they 
were satisfied that affuirs there were 
in a bad condition and needed inves- 
tigation and correction. The spirit of 
revelation that was within them con- 
vinced them that Hedlock and those 
operating with him as counselors were 
in transgression. Elder Hyde, Pratt 
and Taylor were instructed to proceed 
immediately to England; and they 
reached there before Hedlock or Tho- 
mas Ward, who was tlie editor of the 
Millennial Star, and President of the 
joint stock company, or any of the 
other avthorities there knew of their 
starting. They found the mission ina 
bad condition. Joint stockism was 
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heing urged upon the people by the 
President of the mission and being 
preached instead of the Gospel. The 
faithful Elders who were laboring there- 
mourned over the condition of affairs, 
but they had not the authority to cor- 
rect the evils which they deplored. The 
arrival of these three Apostles was a 
great cause of rejoicing to them; but 
to Hedlock it was a great surprise and 
cause of chagrin. An investigation 
into the affairs of the joint stock com- 
pany brought to light the fact that 
Hedlock had been using the means for 
his own personal ends; and that he 
and tbe others associated with him 
had misappropriated some portion of 
the funds which they had collected 
from the people and with which they 
had promised to perform wonderful 
works of deliverance for them. It was 
soon learned also that Hedlock was in 
transgression in other directions ; and 
shortly after the arrival of the Apos- 
tles he left Liverpool and went to 
London—ran away, in fact; and at 


the last accounts we have of him, was 


still living there, being ashamed, pro- 
bably, ever to return to his own coun- 
try to see the wife and children whom 
he had deserted. : | 
The labors of the three Apostles in 
Great Britain were attended with hap- 
py effects. The affairs of the joint 
stock company were wound up. The 
money that was left which had not 
been spent or squandered was returned 
tu the persons who had paid it in, and 
strenuous exertions were made to re- 
store the confidence of the people, 
which had well nigh been — by 
the wickedness of those who had pre- 
sided over them. Elders Pratt and 
Taylor continued to labor in Great 
Britain until the month of January 
when they, with other Elders, too 
ship for New Orleans, thence pro- 
ceeded up the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri rivers and reached Winter- 
Quarters in time to meet the pioneers. 
before they started. Elder Orson 
Hyde remained in Great Britain until 
the 23rd of February, when he sailed 
for New York, and thence traveled to 
Winter Quarters. He left the British 
mission in charge of Elder Orson 
Spencer, who had been sent from 
Winter Quarters to preside in that.

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Brother Spencer had the opportunity 
which few men have enjoyed, of read- 


ing his own obituary, and learned 


‘from it how highly he was esteenred 
by his fellow-laborers, A brother of 
his had died, and by some means the 
news reached Liverpool at the time 


that he was expected to arrive there, 


that it was he who was dead. Of 
-oonrse there was great mourning over 
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the news and all felt to regret the loss 
of so valuable a man. An obituary 
was written, and the pages of the 
Millennial Star were surrounded by a 
black border, in token of sorrow for 
his demise. He had the pleasure and 
satisfaction of being editor of that 
same volume, to the great joy of all 
his acquaintances and the Saints of 
God in that land.

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THE FIRST RAILWAY CONDUCTOR. 


It will, without doubt, be interest- 
ing to the numerots railway officials 
throughout the world to learn that at 
this late day one of the first eight con- 
ductors chosen on the Liverpool and 
Manchester road is now living in 
American Fork, Utah. The gentle- 
man’s name is Robinson. His age is 
sixty-six years. At the age of twen- 
ty-two, he was engaged by the Presi- 
dent of the Liverpool and Manchester 
railroad, Charles Lawrence, about 
three weeks before the line was open, 
and was on the track when that fatal 
accident occurred to Mr. Huskisson, 
the gentlemanly member of Parlia- 
ment who obtained the passage of the 
railroad act. Mr. Robinson says he 
can tell as much as any living man 
concerning the incidents that marked 


the opening of one of the greatest 


eras ever Witnessed by man. Mr. 
Rebinson continued in the employ of 
the company until 1842, when he left 
for America. The Treasurer, Henry 
Booth Esq., of Liverpool, on his de- 
parture, presented him with a watch, 
now in his possession, and which he 
values more highly than any earthly 


treasure. Mr. Robinson very kindly 
permitted me to handle the watch 
and read the inscription thereon, 
which is verbatim as follows: ‘‘Liver-. 
1 and Manchester Railway, To 
dward Robinson, In Token of Re- 
gard from the Directors, 1842.“ 

Mr. Robinson was also presented 
with a drab coat, now in his posses- 
sion, and which he kindly permitted 
me to examine. 

The coat is good now, and the but- 
tons on it contain the following: two 
hearts united with a bow, one contain- 
ing a bird and the Manches 
ter stripes, the liver representi 
Liverpool and the * Man- 
chester coat of arms. Around the 
buttons also is the following inscrip- 
tion:— Liverpool and Manchester 
Railway.”

ANOTHER EXTRAORDINARY RAINFALL IN 


‘UTAH—THE 


OHANGE IN THAT CLIMATE. 
— — 


A brief despatch from Salt Lake 
City informs us that on Tuesday last, 
there was a heavy storm in that val- 
ley; that it extended generally over 
the Territory; that the lightning was 
very severe and several persons were 
injured by it, and that the fall of rain 
and hail was unparalleled in that re- 
gion. This isa remarkable phenom- 
enon, particularly in connection with 
the pleasant surprises of liberal 
rains: which the people of Utah and 
the neighboring State and Territories 
have experienced every month this 
year. Those people say that a great 
change for good is coming over their 
climate, that it has been in progress 
for the lust ten or fifteen years, and 
very remarkably from year to year 
since the construction of the Pacific 


railroad. They tell us that Great Salt 
Lake is now higher than it was ever 
known to be at this season heretcfore ; 
that since Fremont’s discovery and ex- 
328 of the lake in 1844-45, it 
as never been so low as then, at the 
end of the dry season, as he reports it, 
and that from a period soon after the 
first settlement in the valley by the 
Mormons, the rainfall therein has been 
annually increasing. 
In his City of the Saints” (1862), 
by that famous traveler from Arabia. 
and the lake regions of Central Africa, 
R. F. Burton, in speaking of the cli- 
mate of Utah, he says :—‘‘ Between 
April and October showers are rare; 
there are, however, exceptions, heavy 


down-falls, with thunder, lightning 


and hail. Clouds without water is a 
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proverbial expression ; a dark, heavy 
pall which, in woodland countries, 
would burst with its weight, here sails 
over the arid, sun-parched surface, and 
discharges its watery stores on the 
cafions and upon the mountains. Du- 
ring the first few years after the ar- 
rival of the Saints there was little rain 
either in spring or autumn ; in 1860 
it extended to the middle of June. 
The change may be attributed to culti- 
vation and plantation ; thus also may 
be explained the North American In- 
dians saying that the pale face brings 
with him his rain. The same has been 
observed in Kansas and New Mexico, 
and is equally remarked by the natives 
in the Eastern hemisphere of Cairo, 
the Aden Ooal Hole, and Kurrachee.” 
But while the planting and cultiva- 
tion of trees, even in small groves, in 
desert regions, have brought down the 
rain where rain was unknown before, 
the people of Utah, and the adjoining 
Territories, attribute the marked in- 
crease of their annual average rain-fall, 
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within the last few years, to those 
lines of iron of the main Pacific and 
its branch railroads, acting as electri- 
cal conductors. If this is true, we may 
reasonably count upon such an in- 
creased value of all our arid lands 
from the great plains to the Pacific, 
and from the British possessions to 
our Mexican frontier, from the build- 
ing of our Northern and Southern 


Pacific railways, as will a thousand 


times over redeem all the costs in- 
volved in the construction of these 
roads. In any event, in a region 
where for fifteen years and more a 
steadily increased annual rain-fall has 
been so generally noticed in Utah, 
there is evidently a change at work in 
the climate, from which, within even 
a generation or two, we may count 
upon such a transformation of those 
arid regions as will make their former 
sterility and desolation appear incre- 
ditable to the observing traveler.—WN.

IHE ERA OF MIRACLES RETURNED. 


Some statements concerning al- 
leged recent manifestations of 80 
called supernatural power by the 


wife of Dr. I. A. Powell, of Olney, 


Richland County, III., are published. 
It appears that upward of a year 
ago, Mrs. Powell declared herself 
ssessed of supernatural gifts, but 

ing a lady of unusual refinement 
and delicacy, a manifestation of 
them was naturally repugnant to 
her. More recently, however, as 
she states, she was divinely instructed 
to put in practice her power, and 
claiming it to be entirely a heavenly 
gift, she hesitated not to comply with 
what she considered a direct mandate 
of the Deity. Her power, according 
to the report of the citizens of Olney, 
many of whom fully accord to her mi- 
raculous attributes, is chiefly mani- 
fested in the healing of the sick. This 
is reported to be accomplished by the 
imposition of hands, accompanied by 
prayer and repetition of Scripture, 
though the cure is not always instan- 
taneous, but occurs at the time Mrs, 
Powell states it will be accomplished. 

It is further stated that so great is 
the confidence in her power that hand- 


kerchiefs are sent her, and they, 

passing through her hands, are re- 
turned, and effect the cure of the 
sick persons sending them. The effect 
of these manifestations is said to have 
a depressing effect upon the health of 
Mrs. Powell. Naturally, these cir- 


cumstances create quite a commotion 


in the vicinity, and even from places 
remote crowds are gathering to witness 
the cures. On one day recently 112 
persons had called to see Mrs. Powell 
whose doors are open to all who desire 
her ministrations, which are, of course, 
rendered gratuitously. Among those 
said to ba cured by her are several pro- 
minent citizens at Olney, well known 
in this city. The entire circumstances 
are of that peculiar character hardly 
susceptible of explanation, more espe- 
cially as the persons counected with 
them are of such character as to en- 
tirely preclude the suspicion of chica- 
nery. It may be added that the sub- 
ject of these divine revelations, as she 
considers them, is not a believer of

OBEDIENCE TO THE ALMIGHTY IS THE SOURCE OF 
PRESENT AND FUTURE HAPPINESS. 
Ir appears to be much more natural for man, of himself, to be disobedient than 
to be obedient. He is always better pleased if permitted to have his own way 
and to pursue the bent of his own fancies and inclinations. He yields obedi- 
ence to human laws because he is nme of the punishment involved in re- 
sistance. 

Laws are necessary to man’s well-being and security. Were men unrestrict- 
ed in their actions and under no law or covenant, and left without the guidance 
of the Almighty, it may readily be conjectured what the condition—morally, 
socially and religiously—of the human family would be. Obedience, so far as 
the world is concerned, is yielded through compulsion, or perhaps because it 
sometimes suits their individual fancies to do sv, and not often for the love of 
the principle itself, or from a desire to do what is strictly right, or just. 

Our first parents’ disobedience caused the fall of man and brought down 
upon bim and his seed the curse of God. By obedience, however, to all the 
laws of God, man will be raised to his former exalted and blessed condition 
and redeemed from the curse brought upon him by the original sin. 

Whenever God has had a Church upon the earth, and anointed servants to 
teach and lead his Saints and to call the wicked and the ungodly to repent- 
ance, He has visited the disobedient with punishment, adequate to the extent 
or magnitude of their sins. Through Noah, the word of the Lord was deli- 
vered to the antedeluvians, concerning the judgments that would visit them in 
consequence of their abominations, if they did not repent and turn unto the 
Lord, but they treated the word of the Lord and the Prophet, equally, with 
contempt and derision, and, in consequence of their disobedience and persistent 
rejection of the Divine will, they were destroyed. Noah, on the contrary, 
and in conformity with the revelation of God, built an ark, and for thie act of 
obedience he and his household were saved, as also were certain beasts, fish 
and fowl which were reserved by the commandinent of God. 

Other examples of the effects of disobedience, and the blessings following 
obedience, are to be found in the Scriptures, as, for instance, the destruction 
of Sodom and Gomorrah, the rejection of Moses and bondage of the Israelites, 
by the Kgyptians, and the chastisement of the latter hy pestilence, plagues 
and, finally, the engulphing in the Red Sea of those in pursuit of the Israel- 
ites. We read of Enoch and his city being caught up into heaven as the 
reward of their good works and obedience to the word of the Lord through his 
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servant. We might refer to many more such examples, were it deemed neces- 
sary, but all who are familiar with the Scriptures, and through them with the 
history uf God’s people, will know that he has, in many instances, delivered 
and preserved those who were obedient, and punished or destroyed those who 
were disobedient. 

Now the law of obedience is essentially applicable to the Latter-day Saints. 
They believe in divine revelation, and that God has inspired men on the earth | 
now as he had anciently, and must of necessity acknowledge they are as much 
under obligation to obey whatever the Lord reveals to them, through the chan- 
nel of revelation and by his servants, as ever the antedeluvians, Israelites, or 
Egyptians were. If the servants of God counsel the Saints to pay their honest 
Tithing, to save the means they otherwise spend in beer, tobacco, tea, &o., 
for their emigration to the land appointed for the gathering of his people, it is 
to them a direct revelation, and, if it is not received and obeyed, the Almighty 
will certainly chastise them, as he did his ancient people, for their acts of dis- 
obedience, in the examples referred to. But if, on the contrary, when the 
servants of God counsel and teach the Saints to observe the law of Tithing, 
Word of Wisdom, Gathering, or any other duty which may be required of 
them, in righteousness, they accept the same as the word of the Lord and, 
moreover, act in accordance with the counsel given, they will be rewarded for 
their obedience. There is nothing lost by the Saints being obedient to good 
counsel, but much may be gained, temporally and spiritually, by obeyinz the 
injunctions of their leaders. Obedience will bring rewards, while disobedience 
will be followed by punishment and condemnation. 

The history of the past is full of exhortation and warning, on this subject, 
to the Saints both in Zion and abroad. All who are familiar with incidents 
in the progress of the Work, from the time of the organization of the Church 
until now, are aware of the apostacy of men who have held prominent posi- 
tions and were greatly favored of the Lord in receiving high and exalted pri- 
vileges, blessings and gifts, through becoming disobedient to the same autho- 
rity they themselves held. With all the knowledge they possessed by famili- 
arity with God's chosen Prophets and Apostles, and by communion with 
angels—a privilege few persons indeed have ever had, especially in the present 
dispensation—they allowed the Evil One to influence them to acts of disobedi- 
ence, and, in consequence, they forfeited all the blessings they ever attained 

to, and depri ved themselves of the possession of many still greater blessings, 
which by being obedient they might have received. 


We would say to the Latter-day Saints, if they wish to be saved in the king- 
dom of our Father and God,—Bs obedient to the counsels of the Holy Priest- 
hood while you are in these lands, and continue to be obedient to the same 
authority after you have gathered to the land of Zion, and when your experi- 
ence has become riper and your blessings are increased.. Never tire of being 
humble and subservient to the will of God. The examples of ages prove that 
the surest and safest way of retaining the favor of the Almighty, and of reach- 
ing that greatly desired happiness—salvation in our Father's kingdom—is 
obedience, under all circumstances, to his authority, and the certain road to 
destruction is by following the course of those who were disobedient when 


once the long-suffering of God waited in the days of Noah.”

Dear Brother,—Our company came 
ashore this morning; the health of 
the Saints is generally good. Brother 
Fairbanks has been ill most of the way, 
but is now quite well. We have had 


no deaths or birtks during the voyage, | 


but have had one marriage. 
We have encountered head winds 


| 
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most of the way. After leaving 
Queenstown, we made three short 
stops to repair the machinery which 
caused a delay of about five hours. 
With this exception all went on well 
until the evening of the 15th, when 
at about ten minutes after six o’clock, 
the Captain discovered by the light- 
house, on Sable Island, that we were 
off our course. The ship was imme- 
diately turned to the south, but in a 
few minutes afterwards we bumped 
heavily on a sandbank. In five min- 
utes more we were completely fast. 
All then became excitement. The life- 
boats were ordered to be got ready, 
gone of distress were fired, and the 
lue lights sent up, but no reply was re- 
ceived from the shore. Orders were 
then given to throw the cargo over- 
board, which was vigorously kept up 
until twenty minutes after one o’clock, 
a.m., when the word waa given— 
she floats.” We steamed back on 
the course we came, for a short dis- 
tance, and went in on the north side 
of the island. | 
The Captain was very cool and col- 
lected, giving his orders in quick 
succession. We were moving among 
the Saints, who kept remarkably self- 
possessed, speaking words of hope, 
and assuring them that all would soon 
be right. 

The sea was calm, there being no 
wind at all during the time that we 
were on the bank. | : 

We leave here to-day. The offi- 
cers of the ship have been 9 kind 
and attentive. We hope to have a 
pleasant journey by rail.

THE C@LORED BROTHER ON THE LATTER DAT SAINT. 


— 


The National Era of last Thursday's 


date has an editorial upon The 
Mormon Question,” which is in con- 
trast with the bigotry that finds utter. 
ance in so large a part of the press 


of the country and, in particular, of 
the Republican party. While it 
charges thinus upon Mormonism or 
polygamy which are not necessarily 
its effects, it denies the expediency 
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and comes pretty near to denying the 
right of interference by the State in 
the domestic relations of the people of 
Utah. The statements in the follow- 
ing paragraphs are so generally cor- 
rect and the sentiments so liberal that 
we take pleasure in transferring them 
to the columns of the Capital. Speak- 
ing of polygamy, it says :— 

There are two objections to it, the 
low state of morality, as is alleged, 
that it cultivates, and the effect it has 
socially. Unfortunately for the theo- 
rists, the actual state of morality is 
far higher among the Mormons, as 
both their enemies and friends tes- 
tify, than among the average Gentile 
nations and communities. The rum 
shop, billiard saloon, and gambling 
hells which are sometimes supposed 
to be necessary adjuncts of American 
civilization, find no support nor coun. 
tenance in Utah. This makes the 
interference of national authority 
with these people a thing to be dread- 
ed; in the first place, because the 
moment we attack their State and 
system, we attack their religion and 
begin a religious persecution, foreign 
alike to our republican government 
and the temper of the times. At the 
same time by such a policy we should 
at once elevate to the scaffold of mar- 
tyrdom the bigoted sensualist and his 
elders, while we provoke for them the 
sympathy of the world. In the se- 
cond place, because it is the policy of 
our National Government to interfere 
as little as possible with the relations 
of the States and Territories, and in 
those cases where it does, only when 
absolutely necessary to preserve the 
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authority or save the life of the State. 


That the State does not have au- 
thority tu interest itself directly in the 
affairs of a Territory, such as Utah, 
must be acknowledged ; but the expe- 
diency of so doing is another and far 
different question in its execution and 
results. Utah does not render itself 
amenable to law by its practice of 
what the law of July, 1862, charac- 
terizes as bigamy, but as this law is 
practically a dead letter, and has 
never been actively enforced, it is to- 
day, at least, an exceedingly ques- 
tionable policy to apply it to the Mor- 
mons alone. Polygamy is supposed 
to have an injurious effect upon the 
women who are its votaries or vic- 
tims, but their general testimony does 
not bear out this supposition, whether 
it arises from their ignorance or in- 
fatuation. In fact, all the experi- 
ments made in Communistic circles 
in France, England, and at the Onei- 
da community in America rather 
bear witness to the generally contented 
dispositions of the women. Indeed, 
we are rather inclined to think that 
man, after all, is the one who chafes 
most at the infraction of the nuptial 
bond. Now, while bigamy, when 
committed by a single individual can 


be properly treated as crime by the 


State, when it has the sanction of a 
whole community, and is a matter of 
religious faith, it becomes the State to 
be extremely careful, lest in its zeal 
for morality it does not violate the 
rights which are guaranteed to those 
people by the Constitution.—Wash- 
ington Capital. 


THE EXCITEMENT IN UTAH.

Satt Lake City, July 25. — The 
charges made by ex- District Attorney 
Bates against the leading Federal offi- 
cials here have created great excite- 
ment. The supporters of the Federal 
Ring pretend to sneer and make light 
of the grave and carefully worded in- 
dictment, but the general public are 
overwhelmingly in favor of an imme- 
diate investigation, though it is feared 
that it might only result in whitewash- 
ing the criminals. 


The suit against Brigham Young 
by Mrs. Ann Eliza Webb, it is be- 
lived, was instigated for the purpose 
of levying blackmail and diverting at- 
tention from the charges of Bates. 
The solicitors for this woman want 
$20,000 counsel fees from Brigham 
Loung for carrying on this suit. This 
is the plainest extortion. There isn’t 
a lawyer in the Territory, Bates ex- 
cepted, whose services are worth 


$3,000 a year. Your first-class New | 
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York lawyers don’t generally get a 
preliminary allowance of $500 from 
the courts in divorce cases where the 
husband is wealthy. But Judge Me- 
Kean has granted an order for Brig- 
ham Young to show cause why he 
should not pay $5000 down to two 
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suit against him. After the $5,000 is 
paid, $15,000 more is to be squeezed 
out of Brigham at various stages of 
the case. Without regard to the 
merits of the suit, this certainly looks 
very much like a flagrant attempt at 
blackmailing. — Correspondence of the

gration. He found the work in a prosperous condition in Sweden, and some 
portions of Denmark. Many of the Saints are enduring the evils of poverty, 
especially ia Sweden and Norway, and they are anxivusly looking for help from 
spr friends inthiscountry. Elder Snow’s health has much improved since he 
left Utah.

A Granp Jury.—Yesterday (September 9th) afternoon the clerk of the 
District Court for the Third Judicial District, issued a venire, directed to the 
223 Marshal, for a grand jury, to appear in the Court on the 20th day 
of Ootober. 


„% Hapeas Cornpus.”—It will be remembered that C. W. Kitchen’s recent 
tition to the City Council, asking for the privilege of running a number of 
illiar’d tables at the Clift House free of license, or at a small cost, was tabled. 
Mr. Kitchen determined to fight the city over the matter and was arrested for 
runniny his tables without license and, Tuesday afternoon, was fined $100, 
which he refused to pay. A writ of habeas corpus has been issued by Judge 
McKean, who will hear the matter on Saturday. 


THe GamBLERS.—The following were arrested and fined yesterday (Septem- 
ber 11th) on charges, some for gambling and others for keeping gambling 
houses: — L. Dohlman, $100 ; John Wright, $100 (paid); Lewis Engles, $100 
(paid); James Hogle, $100; Frank Connelly, $100 (paid); Rodebank, $100 
id); Julius Levi, three charges, $300; W. Lufflin, two charges, $200; 
Woods, three charges, $300; Charles H. Douglas, two charges, $200; 
Harry Levi, $100(paid); Wm. McClelland, $100 ; John Kreamer, $100(paid).— 
Those after whose names the word paid does not appear, stated to Justice Olin- 
ton that they intended to appeal their cases. The Justice placed their bonds 
at from $500 to $10,000 according to the amonnt of fine, which they did not 
produce, and they were taken into custody by the officers and placed under 
confinement in jail. In afew minutes afterwards, Deputy Territorial Marshal 
R. W. McAllister received a writ of habeas corpus, issved by Judge McKean, 
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and directed to officer W. Phillips, requiring him to take Charles H. Douglas, 
one of the gamblers, before the judge. Robertson and McBride are attorneys 
for Douglas, and the grounds of application for the writ are that the applicant 
for release was arrested without a warrant, and that the ordinance under which 
he is charged with the offence alleged against him is void. A similar writ was 
also issued by Judge McKean in the case of C. Woods, another of the gam- 
blers, The writs required the returns to be made forthwith, but the city is 
somewhat embarrassed at present, in attending to such matters, owing to 
Judge Z. Snow being busily engaged at the Probate Court and the absence of 
Judge Hoge at Provo. Up to 2 o’clock no further steps had been taken in the

Tse GameBiers.—The gamblers who were imprisoned yesterday (Sept. 11th) 
for non-payment of their fines soon got tired of their confinement apd paid the 
amounts assessed against them, except Douglas and Woods, in wh cases 
writs of habeas corpus were issued. The fines, which amounted to $700 in the 


aggregate, were paid under protest. 


ALARM oF — Last night (Sept. 11th) between 8 and 9 O lock, the fire 
alarm bell at the Oity Hall was sounded. The members of the fire companies 
were soon at that building and the engine and other apparatus were brought 
out upon the street. The fire was at H. Dinwoodey’s saw and planing mills, 
7th Ward. As soon as it was discovered the proprietor sent a boy on horseback . 
to the City Hall, that the alarm might be given, and soon afterwards sent ano- 
ther messenger to say the fire was out. The members of the Fire Brigade, 
including the Wasatch Company, from the 20th Ward, then returned their 
apparatus to the engine houses and dispersed to their homes. The fire was 
caused. by one of Mr. Dinwoodey’s workmen placing a box of shavings too 
néar the furnace, in the engine room. The door of the engine house was con- 
sumed, beyond which but little damage was done. 

SMALL. Frre.—There was small-sized fire to-day which a 
shed at the rear of the premises of Mr. Robert L. Campbell, West Temple 
Street, was consumed. The shed was composed of poles, and had a small 
quantity of hay on the roof. The fire was not at first deemed to be of suffi- 
cient magnitude to warrant the calling out of the Fire Brigade and steamer, | 
but as adjacent buildings appeared to be endangered by sparks, they were 
eventually called into requisition, when the fiames were soon extinguished. 


Twelve car. loads of iron left this city this afternoon for the south, to be used 
in the construction of the track of the Utah Southern. 


Tae Tempis.—The work of laying the rock on the walls of the Temple goes 
onsteadily. The three additional courses are being put on without moving the 
position of the derricks, instead of laying ene course at a time. Those addi- 
tional three courses complete the basement story of the building, taking the 
walls above the arches of the lowest tier of windows, and about eight feet 
above the base rock. Four of the arches of the windows will be turned by this 
evening, near the south-west corner of the building, and it was ex that 
the three additional courses of rock would also be laid for a considerable dis- 

tance along that portion of the structure. The walls there are now sufficiently © 
high to give some idea of the magnificent character of the work. It will be 3 
one of the most solid and altogether one of the finest pieces of masonry in the 
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world. Those who have not observed the details of the modus operandi in 
erecting this building would probably be surprised at the great care tbat is being 
exercised in every department of the work.

This is the highest premium granted in group one, which 
consists of mining, quarrying, and metallurgy.
